The great central 
counties of the State like Wake, 
Orange, Granville, Chatham, Cum- 
berland, Guilford, Randolph and 
others which do the voting and pay 
the taxes have been stripped of rep-

The Committee on Corporations 
having reported favorably on the bill 
to amend the charter of the city of 
Wilmington, Mr. French moved the 
suspension of the rules to consider 
the same.

Hanover county. 

Mr. Standford offeret two amend- 
ments, locating the 7 seat at 
some point onthe W. & W.R. R., 
and to cha the name of the coun- 
ty of Pender. He advocated the 

assage of the bill most earnestly. 
Fe stated that the reason he intro- 
duced the bill, was that the petitioners 
had norepresen tative of their political 
faith on the Senate floor ; they desir- 
ed to be freed from the Radival rule 
and corruption which had already 
impoverished the county of New 
Hanover. The proposed ccunty had 
at the last election a Republican 
majority of 23, but give these people 
the right to control themselves, cut 
them loose from the Radical ring of 
Wilmington, and the good people, 
the tax-paying population of the 
county of Pender, would have an 
honest representation in the is- 
lature. The establishment of this 
new county would not ‘nterfere with 
the representatives from any other 
county in the State. It would give 
two representatives in the House and 


Pender one _ representatiye. He 
read a letter from Mr. Cant- 
well, dated December 13th, 1874, 


heartily endorsing the new county 
The speaker stated that 
the new county would have a voting 
population of 2,011. 

During the remarks of Mr. Stand- 
ford, several colloyuies oceurred be- 
tween him and Mr. Cantwell, the 
Senator from New Hanover, who 
op the measure. 

The amendments: of Mr. Standford 
were adopted. 

Mr. LeGrand moved an amend- 
ment that the question be left to the 
majority of the voters of the proposed 
new county at an election to be held. 

Mr. Waring opposed the bill. He 
did not care whcther a new Demo- 
cratic county was made or not; he 
opposed the measure on general prin- 
ciples. Establish the new county of 
Peuder and Cohara, and every other 
section of the State would claim and 
demand new counties, and where was 
the good accomplished ? He could not 
see where this thing was to stop. 

Mr. Stapdford opposed the amend- 


ment. His ponpee asked for a fish, 
and for God’s sake do not give them 
a stone. 


Mr. Kerr opposed the amendment 
of Mr. LeGrand and favored the bill. 
The section of New Hanover pro- 
posed to be established into a new 
eounty was controlled and governed 
by colored men who did not own one 
dollar’s worth of property. The tax 
assessors were as black as they were 
base, and he demanded this relief in 
behalf of the duwn-trodden people 
whom it was proposcd to benefit. 

Mr. Legrand wished to know if the 
Senator trom Sampson belicved in 
taxation without representation ? 

Mr. Kerr stated he did not; bat it 
was a well-known fact that five- 
sixths of the negrves of that section 
of the State did not pay their poll or 
any other taxes. e was willing to 
leave this question to the tax-paying 
people of that district, but not tu the 
wandering masses who would be 
colonized into the territory for the 
purpose of defeating the wishes of the 
honest citizens. 

Mr. Cantwell opposed the bill. He 
said the Democratic party had for its 
object the protection of the pie, 
and he elaimed to have never : 
Democratic ranks. 

Mr. Standford wanted to know if 
the Senator had come back iuto 
the Democratic ranks only siuce the 
“indignation meeting” held in Wil- 
mington a few days since ayuinst tie 
Senator’s conduct on the fluor?

Jupeinec from the utterances of 
the National Republican, the visit 
of the House Committee to Louis- 
jana isa cut and dried affair, and 
the report will be in favor of the 
Administration as a matter of course. 
Says the Republican: 

‘The New Orleans Picayune thinks 
that Messrs. Hoar, Wheeler and 
Frye, of the House committee, are 

now in Louisiana * without any es- 
pecial authority.” If the Picayune 
will wait a few days it will learn that 
the report of these gentlemen regard- 
ing the condition of affairs in that 
State will be very generally accepted 
as good authority—much better, in 
fact, than the reprint of the argu- 
ments of Conservative attorneys to 
which Messrs. Potter, Phelps and 
Foster signed their names. 


CHANDLER. 

Nothing that has recently occur- 
red in political circles has done so 
much to encourage the men, who 
still cling to the hope that the gov- 
ernment may be reclaimed and re- 
stered to its former purity and dig- 
nity, as the defeat, by the Michigan 
Legislature, of the notorious and 
infamous Chandler, who has so long 
held a seat in the Senate of the 
United States, to the disgust of all 
decent men and the disgrace of the 
Nation. Chandler is both wealthy 
and unscrupulous, accustomed to 
the lavish use of his means, when- 
ever he had a personal or party 
end to subserve. He had, besides, 
the cordial support of the Adminis- 
tration and was accompanied to 
Lansing by a host of Federal offti- 
cials, amply supplied with funds to 
assist him in his effort to secure a 
re-election to the Senate. Every 
means known to the corrupt politi- 
cian was used to secure that result. 
Bribery was openly resorted to, and 
when that was ineffictive, threats of 
loss of influence and standing in 
the party were used. But, thank 
Heaven ! all these base means were 
fruitless. The majority of the 
Legislature withstood them ; and a 
combination was effected between 
the dissatisfied Republicans and the 
Democrats in the body. And by 
their firmness and patriotism Chan- 
dler, the braggart and drunkard, is 
relgated to the quiet of private life, 
there to meditate upon a life most 
worthlessly and shamelessly spent.

Another enemy of our people and 
section has come to grief.

rior, later a member of the United 
States Senate and now the leading 
editor of the Washington Chronicle. 
In all these positions, Harlan, who 
was formerly a minister of the Gos- 
pel, has used his influence and vote 
to oppress and degrade the people 
of the Southern section of the 
Union. He has affected to disbe- 
lieve their professions whenever 
they have asserted their allegiance to 
the Federal government, to think 
that the whole Southern population 
were banded together for the pur- 
pose of again attempting to over- 
throw that government and were 
only waiting an opportunity to put 
their purpose into operation. No 
measure of repression has_ been 
too severe or brutal to receive 
his sanction, and through the col- 
nmns of his vile and calumnious 
sheet he has urged the Congress 
and the President to adopt still 
more savage and oppressive means 
for the suppression of what he hypo- | 
critically calls “the second rebellion.” 
In the meantime he has maintaibed 
his relations with his Church and 
preserved an air of the greatest 
sanctity. 

In the investigation of the means 
used to obtain the Pacific Mail Sub- 
sidy, now in progress by the Com- 
mittee of Ways and Means of the 
House of Representatives, the testi- 
mony of Irwin, who was the special 
agent of the company, shows that 
this reverend hypocrite has been 
the recipient of bribes, paid by the 
company to obtain his vote and in- 
fluence in favor of the subsidy. 
Harlan, it was thought, could com- 
mand other votes than his own, and 
he was liberally rewarded for the 
services rendered in the consumma- 
tion of that swindle. We rejoice 
at no man’s ignominy. We find 
pleasure in no man’s degradation, 
but it is pleasant, when one has 
been foully, vilely traduced, to find 
that the traducer is so venal and 
corrupt that no decent community 
will accept his statements or believe 
his charges. It is pleasant to know 
that the source of the calumny is so 


vile and poiluted that the utterance 


of the calumny can do no harm, 
since only those will believe, who by 
reason of their hate were ready be- 
fore to give credence to any charge, 
however wild and improbable. Of 
characters such as Harlan is the 
great body cf the slanderers of the 
people of the South composed. 
They know themselves to be corrupt 
and degraded, and the howl against 
us and our doings to draw attention 
from their own acts of wrongs and 
misdoing. Harlan is not by any 
means alone in his infamy. The 
whole vile horde of those who have 
hounded the Southern people since 
the war are like him in sentiment 
and character. They regard poli- 
tics as a trade, and do not scruple 
at the adoption of any means tend- 
ing to their success. The country 
is nothing to them, so that they are 
to fatten on the public spoils.

A novel petition was Iately 
by a convict in California. The mat 
was sentenced in January, 1865, ro 
ten years’ imprisonment on one 
charge, and to another ten vears on a 
second charge. The first termi would 
expire on the last of December, 1875, 
and the second term was to begin on 
the Ist of January, 1876.

val, then edited by Messrs. Morris 
and Willis. When the war of the 
rebellion broke out, he beeame Colo- 
nelof the Fifty-fifth Regiment of 
New York volunteers, and served 
with distinetion in several. battles. 
He was subsequently made a-briga- 
dier-general of volunteers. When , 
ihe new regiments were-f 
after the close of the war, De Tro- 
briand was appointed a colonel of in- 
lantry, and now commands the 13th 
reviment. He is the author of Quatre 
ins du Campaynes de lArmee du 
Potomac, published in Paris. He is 
a genial ‘and accomplished gentle- 
inan, a fine painter, and a _ correct 
writer, His recent action in Louisia- 
ia has placed him be- 
fore the people of this country.
